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£1 m revamp planned for Radipole Park

A MAJOR £1 million re¬ 
development project is 
being planned to trans¬ 
form Radipole Park in 
Weymouth. 

Proposals include a re¬ 
vamped concrete skate 
park, a new cafe and toi¬ 
lets, improvements to the 
children’s play area and 
resurfacing of the nearby 
car park. 

The project is being 
spearheaded by the 
Friends of Radipole Park 
and Gardens whose 
chairman, David Pearce, 
said: “At the heart of 
everything we want to do 
is our bid for Heritage 


Lottery Fund cash under 
the Parks For People ini¬ 
tiative. 

“We estimate that it 
will take approaching £1 
million to do everything 
we want which, if we are 
successful, could be 
completed by summer 
2018.” 

Much of the site is no¬ 
torious for regularly 
being swamped by 
floodwater, but this will 
be a key focus of the 
Friends’ project. 

Mr Pearce said: “A 
major part of our bid is 
for cash to drain the 
sports field properly. 


“In part, we plan to do 
this by planting trees to 
absorb moisture and by 
creating a bog garden to 
act as a sump at the low¬ 
est point of the field.” 

Committee member 
Stuart Rowland, who is 
co-ordinating the lottery 
bid and project said: “It is 
very exciting but we 
don’t want to run before 
we can walk. 

“If we are successful 
with our initial bid in Au¬ 
gust then a more detailed 
bid will be submitted 
next year. 

“We feel that the whole 
area doesn’t realise its 
true potential and that our 
proposal will benefit all 
levels of the community, 
young and old alike, by 
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transforming the whole 
of this valuable recre¬ 
ational area.” 

Mr Pearce said: “What 
is there at the moment 
could be so much better, 
so much improved, and 
we have to start some¬ 


where. 

“The success of the lot¬ 
tery bid is everything. 
Raising £1 million is be¬ 
yond us, but we can re¬ 
alise that lottery cash if 
we do our bit by raising 
£50,000 through fund¬ 


raising events, donations 
and other means. 

“We raised more than 
£200 from our recent 
table top sale including 
donations and our next 
fundraising event will be 
a coach trip to Exbury 



Gardens in Hampshire 
on Saturday, May 9th.” 

Radipole ward council¬ 
lor Ian Roebuck wel¬ 
comed the project and 
said: “I am very much in 
favour of things which 
are community led and 
which will increase facil¬ 
ities in the area which 


this project clearly does. 

“I will be happy to help 
the project in any way I 
can.”

IAN Collins began his passion for Dorset 
through artist John Craxton's love of the 
county. 

His friendship with Craxton has led to the 
opening, by David Attenborough no less, of 
the biggest exhibition of the late artist's 
works at the Dorset County Museum. 

For most, Craxton will not be a familiar name 
- but the great and good in the art world will 
know of him. His work features both Dorset 
and Crete where he spent some of his happi¬ 
est years. He was dubbed a neo romantic, a 
label he hated and was a life-long friend of 
Lucian Freud, also meeting and being in¬ 
spired by Picasso. 

Ian Collins, a former regional journalist, had 
known Craxton for a decade and is his art ex¬ 
ecutor. He has completed one book on Crax¬ 
ton, with another likely to follow. 



• HOW did your love of Dorset start? 

Through John who, by all accounts, was a tear¬ 
away in his school years, and continued in much 
the same vein when he was sent to Dorset to live. 
He's unusual in many ways but claims to have 
had only three official records of himself-a birth 
certificate, a passport and a death certificate. 

He lodged with an artist uncle and aunt in an an¬ 
cient cottage in the Cranborne Chase, close to 
the Pitt Rivers collection which he was given free 
access to. I met him through Prunella Clough. He 
seemed to know everyone and was a great friend 
of Lucien Freud. 

At our first meeting, in about 2000, at a wake, we 
got talking, went to the pub and had supper. I 
asked him that evening if I could write his biog¬ 
raphy but he said no, as he had done to other 
similar requests... but I started writing it, secretly. 


court, councils, inquests and the rest of it and for 
quite a time worked in press gallery at the House 
of Commons. I stuck it out for 34 years but was 
also writing books on the side and arranging ex¬ 
hibitions. 


• HOW long has this Dorchester exhibition 
been in the making? 

It's the biggest ever retrospective of his work and 
features around 120 pictures and objects. It's the 
biggest collection of his work to be seen in one 
place since an exhibition in London in 1967 
when a critic in The Times described him as an 
artist who struggled against happiness. 

I came down to Dorset after he died in 2009 and,

• WHAT was it he, and you liked about 
Dorset? 

It seemed to appeal to his nomadic personality, 
but also a love of wild, unspoilt places. Dorset 
suited him because of its relative remoteness - 
much as Greece did later in life, but also because 
it was better for his health. As a young man he 
was said to have pleurisy but it was probably TB. 



• HOW long have you been interested in art? 

Almost as long as I can remember; I studied eco¬ 
nomics at Manchester University but spent all of 
my time looking at paintings. When I finished I 
joined the Eastern Daily Press as a journalist but 
carried on spending too much time looking at art 
and studying artists. I did all the routine things - 
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in a way, I've been putting the exhibition to¬ 
gether ever since. In a way he's taken over my life. 
There's something about crossing the border 
into Dorset. As soon as I get here I know I'm 
somewhere different and ancient, which is very 
much reflected in the work that John did here. 
His Dorset works are often dark but there's a 
great colour burst in the work from Greece. 


• ARE there other exhibitions planned? 

I'm working on one in Cyprus which will then go 
on tour throughout Greece and there's a show in 
Athens planned next month. Much of this exhi¬ 
bition will go to Salisbury after the Dorchester 
event finishes in September.

Licence limits for Tuatara and Closet after locals' outrage 


WEYMOUTH gay bar The Closet and 
the nearby Tuatara Bar have both been 
granted new Premises Licences. 

But a meeting of Weymouth & Port¬ 
land Licensing Sub-committee insisted 
on shorter opening hours and a raft of 
conditions after hearing a catalogue of 
complaints about both sites from long- 
suffering nearby residents. 

More than 20 objections had been 
received against the licences being 
granted from people who said their 
lives had been made hell by the late- 
night revellers using the area outside 
or between the two premises in 
Maiden Street and St Edmund Street in 
anti-social ways. 

They claimed incidents included 
“very noisy public sex,” drug use, 
fights, private driveways soiled with 
vomit, blood, urine and excreta, van¬ 


dalism, drunken behaviour and ‘hor¬ 
rific’ noise which often made sleep im¬ 
possible. 

Their anger was summed up by one 
resident who said: “Helen Lane is used 
as a public lavatory by both males and 
females, there are frequent fights, uri¬ 
nating on cars, fornicating and drug 
taking.” 

The meeting then heard residents de¬ 
tail some complaints including a high 
level of noise which meant residents 
living near the Tuatara Bar often no 
longer had relatives or friends stay 
with them because of the disruption. 
Some said they couldn’t open win¬ 
dows, particularly during summer, be¬ 
cause “it stinks”. 

Others said they had to cope with 
used drug syringes dumped on their 
property and ‘no go’ streets after 11pm 


while some felt it was not so much 
‘Dorset Lor You’ as ‘Dorset Lor Yobs’, 
the sub-committee being urged to slash 
opening times. 

There were similar objections about 
The Closet, but Mr Woods said added 
that Tuatara manager Ryan Entwistle 
and Closet manager Jamie Crage had 
both worked hard with authorities to 
reach agreement including agreeing a 
new CCTV camera for Mitchell Street 
and a refusals register for under age 
and drunks. 

Sub-committee chairman Councillor 
Andy Blackwood announced both ap¬ 
plications would be granted but with 
reduced times and a variety of condi¬ 
tions. 

The Tuatara Bar must not serve drink 
after lam on Sunday to Thursday or 
after 3am on Lriday and Saturday 


while The Closet must not serve drinks 
after 4am. Both applications had orig¬ 
inally been for 5 am. 

The only exceptions for the Tuatara 
Bar are for New Year’s Eve and the 
football and rugby world cups when 
one hour later will be permitted while 
for The Closet the extra hour was al¬ 
lowed for New Year’s Eve and Bank 
Holiday weekends. 

Live and recorded music must also 
cease half an hour prior to closing for 
both sites and the new CCTV camera 
and refusals register were also re¬ 
quired. The sub-committee said that 
there should also be a written dispersal 
policy for customers. 

Councillor Blackwood said: “The 
reason for these conditions is essen¬ 
tially a recognition of residents’ con¬ 
cerns.”

WEYMOUTH has paid its respects to 
a charity which has looked after de¬ 
serving causes in the town for 350 
years. 

The annual service at St Mary’s 
Church recognises the contribution 
made by 17th century merchant, Sir 
Samuel Mico, who left money in his 
will to pay for apprenticeships and pen¬ 
sions for ‘decayed seamen’. 

That support has now become Wey¬ 
mouth Town Charities (WTC), whose 
chairman, Gary Hepburn, said: “It is 
fantastic that 350 years later we can 
help around 100 youngsters a year with 
trips, grants and scholarships. 

“This is entirely due to good manage¬ 
ment over the centuries and it is a debt 
to Sir Samuel that we can never repay.” 

Among his gifts to the community 
was The George pub on the quay which 
WTC still owns. 

The service at St Mary’s was taken by 
the Rev Tim Greenslade and dignitaries 


included Weymouth & Portland mayor, 
Cllr Kate Wheller, and Lord Lieutenant 
of Dorset, Angus Campbell. 

After the service Weymouth’s famous 
pair of maces led a procession from the 
church to The George where refresh¬ 
ments were taken in accordance with 
Sir Samuel’s wishes. 

Mr Hepburn said: “Reaching 350 
years is a landmark and we are consid¬ 
ering a permanent recognition of that, 
possibly through a special blue plaque 
to be mounted on The George.” 

The mayor said: “Sir Samuel Mico, 
when he set up these funds, was invest¬ 
ing in the future of the borough and that 
is what WTC tries to do with the young 
people of today which I think is excel¬ 
lent.” 

The Lord Lieutenant said: “I think it 
is amazing that the generosity of some¬ 
one who died 350 years ago is still 
being felt now. His good work contin¬ 
ues today.” 


Youngsters pitch in to restore 
access to Castle Cove beach

Survey of Dorset's 
diabetes sufferers 

DORSET people with diabetes or their carers are 
being urged complete a special survey about 
their diabetes care. 

A group of volunteers from West Dorset Dia¬ 
betes UK group hope the survey will ensure 
that the voice of people with diabetes is heard 
as part of the local Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) led service review currently taking 
place. 

West Dorset Diabetes UK group chairman, 
Shona Freeborn, said they had found that the 
CCG process did not include any local people 
with diabetes experiences of NHS services. 

She added: "We want to help improve NHS 
services for the 38,000 people who are living 
with diabetes in Dorset.This survey aims to help 
ensure the CCG use accurate and up to date 
data based on the experiences of local diabetes 
service users." 

The survey, which is anonymous, asks respon¬ 
dents to confirm whether or not they've re¬ 
ceived each of the essential diabetes checks 
they are entitled to receive and which are 
known to help reduce the likelihood of devel¬ 
oping serious complications. 

Poor diabetes management can lead to seri¬ 
ous and costly complications including heart 
problems, stroke, amputations, blindness and 
kidney disease which with the right support 
can be avoided. 

The survey is aimed at both people with Type 
1 and Type 2 diabetes and can be completed on 
line at www.surveymonkey.com/s/DorsetDia- 
betesCareSurvey2015.

“You can’t get a pint fresher than 
ours and many customers have 
never before had a pint tapped 
straight from the barrels of a brew¬ 
ery. Visitors love it,” he said. 

“People are coming to The Tap 
from all over the world. The Town 
Mill is an enchanting site and vis¬ 
itors like to sit out with a glass in 
the cobbled courtyard, enjoying 
the history and peacefulness of the 
mill - it’s like a pint back in time.” 

“We’re Lyme’s newest bar and 
we’re delighted to already be up 
there in the top five with some of 
our longest-established and best¬ 
loved pubs - especially as a lot of 
locals don’t know that we’re here 
and open every day,” said brewery 


director Julian Shaw. 

“The Tap has become so popular 
with visitors that we’re going to be 
opening in the evenings soon.

Trinity House wanted to highlight to the public the 
importance of the sea to island Britain today and the 
fascinating history of its aids to navigation. 

Weymouth & Portland mayor, Cllr Kate Wheller 
was among several recent visitors to tour the centre 
where they were told that, since 1716, a number of 
lighthouses have exhibited a light from Portland to 
guide vessels through the hazardous race to Portland 
and Weymouth as well as along the English Channel. 
The present lighthouse dates from 1906 and was 
manned until 1996. 

The new visitor centre seeks to show the history of 
Portland Bill lighthouse and also to tell the story of 
the lives of the Trinity House lighthouse keepers.

Mrs Wheller first toured the new centre and then 
climbed right to the top of the lighthouse with tour 
guide Adrian Jones, saying of its stunning views: “I 
think it is absolutely amazing.

She was welcomed by Trinity House planning and 
performance manager Steve Dunning who said: “The 
new information centre cost about £90,000, all of 
which was funded through a charitable grant. 

“I think it is very important both to Portland Bill and 
to lighthouses in general. 

“People don’t appreciate that we are 95% dependent 
on ships for our trade, so lighthouses have an impor¬ 
tant role to play to ensure those ships arrive and leave 
safely. 

“We have arranged the new centre to include an in¬ 
teractive display, information and an educational area 
where children can get involved doing everything 
from answering questions to making a lighthouse.”

Change, but stay the same 


THOSE of us who have lived in the 
Weymouth and Portland area for a 
while are going to have to get used to 
it having a whole new look because 
of a massive expansion in develop¬ 
ment. 

Nearly 2,000 new homes are cur¬ 
rently on the cards or are actually 
being built not to mention a rash of 
proposed community buildings from 
village halls to schools. 

There is a spate of industrial unit 
building being proposed both at the 
Granby in Weymouth and at Osprey 
Quay on Portland and heaven only 
knows what the town centre itself is 
going to look like once the Master 
Plan is adopted. 

There is an old saying that ‘if it 
ain’t broke don’t fix it’, but Wey¬ 
mouth cannot afford to stand still or 
it risks being left behind by competi¬ 
tors. 

There would also be the threat of 
missing out on government cash sup¬ 
port linked to the development of the 
local economy, quayside, industrial 
and housing schemes while there is 
also the question of European sup¬ 
port for various initiatives. 


So Weymouth and Portland as we 
know it could be a very different 
place to look at in ten years time. 

That is no bad thing, but such radi¬ 
cal change should not be at the ex¬ 
pense of what we already do well, 
our Georgian heritage, the beach and 
tourism industry, Portland’s unique 
environment of stone. 

Authorities have to aim for a suc¬ 
cessful blend of old and new, to 
maintain our success stories while 
adding to them with new ventures. 

Not all of those ventures will be 
popular, but if you are house building 
on such a scale then there must be job 
opportunities for the people who will 
live in those houses. 

What I don’t want to see is a blur¬ 
ring of the distinctive countryside 
boundaries between Weymouth and 
Chickerell, Weymouth and Dorch¬ 
ester or the special individual com¬ 
munities which make up Portland. 

Fall into that trap and some of the 
most beautiful areas in the country 
would just become one giant anony¬ 
mous estate, probably reached 
through some garish advertising arch 
at Ridgeway. 


Is everything under the sun in tune?

DIDyou all enjoy the partial eclipse of the 
sun or did you struggle to get any sort of 
a good view? 

It was a bit half-and-halffortheWestham 
area of Weymouth where I live with cloud 
dominating for long periods and only a 
tantalising occasional glimpse of the bite 
the moon was taking out of the sun.

Nurseries and child¬ 
minders will be able to 
claim this money for 
children who are eligi¬ 
ble and it can be used to 
enhance that child's 
pre-school education. 
This can be in the form 
of specialist equipment, 
resources or experi¬ 
ences suited to that 
child's individual learn¬ 
ing needs. 

Childcare providers 
have to demonstrate to 
Ofsted how the money 
has been used to benefit 
your child, and if your 
child moves childcare 
providers, the funding 


moves with them. 

Anne Salter, head of 
strategy, partnerships 
and performance said: 
"This is a great source 
of extra funding which 
could really benefit in¬ 
dividual children. It is 
definitely worth parents 
checking to see 
whether their child is 
eligible, and we are en¬ 
couraging parents to 
tell their childcare 
provider if they think 
they might qualify, and 
they will apply for the 
funding for you." 

Childcare providers 
can claim this money if 
parents are in receipt of 
particular benefits, or if 
the child has been 
looked after by the 
local authority at any 
time.

Spare Time To Check All Your Tyres 
This Easter, Advises Tyresafe 


MOTORISTS are reducing their 
chances of arriving safely and 
on time this Easter if they don't 
check all their vehicle's tyres be¬ 
fore heading out on to the UK's 
roads at one of the busiest 
times of year, warns TyreSafe. 

The not-for-profit organisa¬ 
tion, dedicated to raising 
awareness about the impor¬ 
tance of correct tyre mainte¬ 
nance and the dangers of 
defective and worn tyres, is also 
reminding vehicle owners that 
those checks should include 
their spare wheel.That essential 
inspection should ensure all 
tyres are at the recommended 
pressure for the load the vehi¬ 
cle will carry - and that will typ¬ 
ically be different for a car when 
carrying a full load than it 
would when carrying just two 
occupants. Looking for bulges 
or damage and making sure the 
tread depth is at least above 
the legal limit of 1.6mm are also 
crucial. 

When it comes to the spare 
wheel specifically - first of all 
check to see if your car has one. 
A recent survey of new cars by 
Honest John* revealed only 8% 
of new cars are sold with a full- 
size spare wheel, with 'space- 
savers', repair kits and run-flat 
tyres being the most common 
alternatives. However, many 
owners are unaware their car is 
equipped with one of these op¬ 
tions, and will be unsure of 
what to do should they suffer a 
puncture or blowout. 

The absence of a spare wheel 
has led to a dramatic rise in call¬ 
outs to the breakdown recov¬ 


ery services, who are likely to 
be extremely busy over the 
Easter holiday. The RAC has re¬ 
ported the number of callouts 
annually to assist drivers with a 
puncture but no spare wheel 
rose from 29,000 in 2010 to 
118,000 in 2014 and that num¬ 
ber is forecast to rise again this 
year to 144,000. Meanwhile, 
tyre-related incidents over the 
Easter holiday period last year 
resulted in 7,500 callouts for the 
AA (17 to 22 April), and were 
the second most common rea¬ 
son Green Flag provided road¬ 
side assistance (almost a 
shocking five times more than 
the next most common fault, 
clutch prob¬ 
lems). 

With numbers 
of tyre-related 
callouts on the 
increase, in addi¬ 
tion to the usual 
demands on 
breakdown re¬ 
covery services, 
drivers who fail 
to check their 
tyres before set¬ 
ting off for the 
Easter holiday 
risk finding 
themselves 
stranded by the 
roadside or in¬ 
volved in easily 
preventable 
tyre-related inci¬ 
dent. 

"As families 
across the coun¬ 
try hit the roads 
over the Easter 


period, it's perhaps no surprise 
that the number of breakdowns 
soar,"comments Stuart Jackson, 
chairman ofTyreSafe."However, 
many of these incidents are 
avoidable if people take the 
time to check their tyres and 
ensure everything is in working 
order. These checks are quick 
and simple to conduct, but es¬ 
sential as they could be the dif¬ 
ference between a pleasurable 
Easter break and one spent by 
the roadside or worse." 

Spare wheel 

Do you have a spare wheel? If 
not, do you know how you will 
deal with a puncture or 


blowout? Unless you plan on 
using the breakdown services, 
take the time to read your man¬ 
ual to learn how to properly use 
tyre sealants, compressor/infla¬ 
tion kits, or run flat tyres. If in 
any doubt, contact a reputable 
tyre retailer for clarification. 

If you do have a full-sized 
spare or a space saver tyre, you 
should check it's properly in¬ 
flated; its tread depth is above 
the legal limit; and it's in good 
working condition (remember 
speed restrictions will apply to 
space savers). Don't forget to be 
sure you have a functioning 
jack and tyre brace.
